moved on for the PARDIS and its crew. 
Not only had the Doctor regenerates! but, 
Peri hcl departed, In the frst instalment of 
A Cold Day ie Hell, te Doctor refers to 
events of the recent television story The 
‘Trial of a Time Lard, rexninding a despon 
dent Frobisher that Peri is now living hap- 
paly with King Yreanos 


NEW SHAPES, NEW 
STYLES. 
Writer Simon Furman had a particnlar 
fondness for the Doctor's old foes the Ice 
Warriors and macle use of the Martian war= 
riors in the Seventh Doctor's first strip 
adventure. The Iee Warriors and the lee 
Tort Armyx were brought vividly to lle by 
John Ridkeway’s superb illustrations which

This multiverse 
inclides such notable figures as Godzilla, 
Howand the Duek and Fa Manehu as well 
as the rather more commonplace X-Men, 
the Fantastie Four and Spider-Man, The 
Doctor's opponent in The Crossroads of 
‘Time is Death's Head a creation of Simon. 
Purman’s who previously appeared in 
Marvel UB's Traisgonniers tile, Using one 
ofthe Master's fssve compression elimina 
tots, the Doctor shrinks the giant bounty 
Ininier down to human size and then dis 
patches him to Barth. Following on from 
this story, Death's Head acquired his own 
‘comic andl quickly became one of Marvel 
UR biggest successes, 

Ayear later i 1989, the Doctor guest 
‘Starved in Issue § of Death's Head, Tine 
Bomb. Death's Head is employed by the 
Doctor's old nemesis Dogbolter, to capture 
the TARDIS and kill the Doctor. The 
Doctor treks the bousity hunter, lands the 
TARDIS on top of the headquarters ofthe 
Fantastic Four and leaves Death's Head to 
conffont de superheroes in New York 

Issue 136 al Doctor Who Magazine, 
The Claus of the Kladhi! ook the Distor to 
Victorian, Lonelon and the more traditional 
story tenitory of alien invasion. 

Following the short Cidfure Shuck! story 
in Issue 159, Issue 140 actually devoted its 
‘entire cover to a colour rendition ofa seene 
from thal months onespart strip, Keep Sate 
The cover painting by strip artist Jobn 
Higgins was commissioned for a large 
poster as an incentive to subscribe to 
Doctor Who Magaine. Like other anit, 
Higgins had found difficulty in drawing 
Syliester McCoy. Aller several unsuecess- 
fil attempts, MeCoy agreed to the sugges. 
tion al he should pose for photagraplis 
that Higgins could. use as reference. The 
phioto-shoot took place during the record: 
ing of The Greatest Show in the Galaxy at 
BRC Elstree, where MeCoy willingly Sus- 


pended himself trom some convenient 
scallolingz lo simulate the pose required, 

Planet ofthe Dead in ML and 1a 
is also relerred to as “the Seven Doctors” 
story. Writlen by the thea editor of the 
magazine John Freeman, the slory con 
trives forthe Doctor to not only meet all of 
his past incarnations bul several of his old 
companions, These were Adrie, Peri 
Jamiv, Katarina and Sara Kingdom, Even 
Frobisher makes a brief retum appearance 
buts Jon al Gillan were nose to 
beseen! 

Planet of the Dead was drawn by new 
artist, Lee Sullivan, Sullivan lid previously 
worked on Transormers and heing some 
thing of a Doctor Who tan, had been keen, 
to contribute to the strip for some time. 
Like many of his predecessors, Sullivan 
strug with Sslvestor McCoy's likeness. 
Suil dissatisfied with the completed art 
Sullivan returned ta it and redrew the 
Seventh Doctor's features in each frame 
that he appeared. With his good know! 
‘edge of the Doctor Who mythos, Sullivan, 
‘was the ideal choice as artist for Planet of 
the Dead, his ikenesses of the companions 
is spot on. For his ilkistrations of the Third 
Dector, Sullivan drew on the sivle of Gerry 
Heaylock who had illustrated thal Doctor's 
‘adventures for Countdvien ancl TV Action. 
Similarly, Sullivan was inspired by the 
‘work of Daye Gibbons when drawing the 
Fourth Doctor 

‘The strip returned to the familiar hands 
of Joh Ridgway in fssues 143 and 144 with 
Echoes of the Mogor! The adventure inti 
duced the concept of the FID or Roreign 
Hazard Duty, an organisation not dissimi 
lar to UNIT but on a galactic stale, PHD 
‘eanns would appear on an occasional basis 
in future stories 

Issue 147's one patt Follow Phat 
‘TARDIS! was to be anolber Marvel pul 
vorse crossover, This time it was to launch, 
Marvel UK's new sicissue miniserie 


‘The Sleeze Brothers. In keeping with the 
issue's April cover date, the anarchic 
‘Ape and Deadbeat coeree the Doctor inio 
\e Medeling Monk on a hinatic 
tine and space, Although in 
nonk bears no resemblance 
whatsoever to Peter Butterworth who por 
trayed the character on television, Scripted 
by John Carnell, five names were listed 
alongside the art credit, they were, And 
Lanning, John Higgins, Key Hopgood, 
Dougie Bathwaite and Dave Blot. Very 
Inch more Sleeze Brothers than Doctor 
Who, Folloa Mat TARDIS! was a far cry 
fromm the Doctor Who o television, 

The three episode, invades from Gantac 
retumed the Doctor fo present-day Earth 
and plunged him into the midst of yet 
‘notlier group of aliens jth delusions of 
conquest 

‘As well asthe first instalmentofJnvaiders 
from Glantae!, Issue 148. also sported an 
interview with Frobisher’ The Whiflerdil 
reminisced about his time in the eomic 
Strip and hinted at a deeper relationship 
‘with Nicola Bryant than had been yfely 
knovin at the time! 

Issue 151 broke with tradition replacing 
the strip with a text story, The hviniby, 
‘Season by Dan Abnett and illustrated by 
Gerry Dotan. 

‘The strip reappeared in the following 
sue with the much vaunted return of the 
Doctors old foes in Nemesis ofthe Daleks 
The Doctor ited against his

Lge Sullivan returned to the strip a 
autis, now happier with his depiction ofthe

Greatly inspired 
by the Sixties Dafekcannuals and the sins 
from 7V Century 21, Sullivan provided 
some of his best work to-date evoking 
‘much of the excitement and menace that 
had accompanied the Daleks first Lele 
sion adventures, 

‘The four past Nemes of the Dates story 
‘was later released as part of in Aéstom 
Daak Dalek Kiler graphic novel. The book 
also featured reprints ofthe original Daak 
strips andl sonic additional ilinstraions by 
Lee Silvan. Also inclided was a short text 
Stocy entitled, Between the Wars: A Slow 
Night in Paradise by Jobn Tomlinson anid 
ilustrated by Sulivan’ Unlike Marvel's pre 
vious graphic novel: Voyager, the strips in 
Alstom Daak-Dale Killer were reprinted 
in theiroviginal Black and white 

‘Nemesis ofthe Daleks was the last Doctor 
Who strip. to be edited by Richard 
Saarkings. From Issue 156, John Freeman 
would edit both the magazine and the 
corti stp. 

(On television the story Survival was 
Aran to a close and by nov ie was clear 
tat Doctor Who's future as a television 
series was at best postponed and at worst 
nonexistent. It seemed that Doctor Who
